home! 
Time was when I first pulled off the jacket and threw it away 
—but no more 
I want its new suit to last as long as possible and I 
like its multicolors in my book-cases. 
Not all well jacketed books 
are worth the 
price of admission into their inward life, but many 
a one is suggestive of rich treasure. 
Before me 
Is a new book by Robert N athan—"Road of 
Ages.” 
Its tasty jacket of red and brown, with its drawing of the theme of 
his story is immediately appealing. 
And then the end papers are 
illustrative of what is suggested upon the cover, ’rive design is carried out 
in fine taste and one gets advance whispers of the beauty in literary style 
that has so distinguished the author. 
I do not buy books for their jackets any more than I select my friends 
because of their style in clothes, but in each instance the dress is a fine 
introduction. 
Every worthwhile book should have an attractive jacket and be well 
designed and printed. 
I can think of no better investm ent for a publisher than to spare no 
expense when it comes to designing and printing the jacket for his new- 
book—especially where that book is one of real merit. I have bought and 
lead m any an old classic because of the enterprise of a publisher who 
saw fit to put it into modern raim ent and display it in his window or 
upon his counter.
